REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your committee are pleased to be able to report the condition of 
the schools as excellent. Our present corps of teachers may be 
truthfully designated as earnest and faithful. If they have not 
accomplished all that could be desired, it has been largely due to 
‘causes over Which they had no control; often to unfavorable home 
influences—to the thoughtlessness or indifference of parents, or to 
irregularity of attendance, which is always unfortunate, even 
when unavoidable, as was largely the case during the last term, on 
account of the prevailing epidemic. Yet in spite of all drawbacks 
and hindrances there has been a marked improvement in several 
respects. We will briefly mention some of these: 


EFFEG HOF SYSTEM. 


When, upon the transfer of the schools to the new house, a 
course of study was drawn up and published, an important step 
was taken in the direction of systematic school work; but it has 
taken time to get this system in good working order. The teachers 
found it impossible, at first, to accomplish all that was laid down 
in the course, on account of the imperfect preparartion of many of 
the pupils for the work, but we find much less friction now, and 
that the pupils advance from one class and grade to the next higher 
much better fitted for the duties before them. The course, as pub- 
lished, has proved in the main satisfactory, but it.is proposed to 
revise it in some particulars, suggested by experience, before the 
beginning of the next school year. It has not been possible to ex- 
tend the same systematic grading to schools outside the center 
village. 


METHODS OF TEACHING. 


The important subject of methods of instruction have been ear- 
nestly discussed at the teachers’ meetings and elsewhere, and grat- 
ifying results have been attained in some directions. 


PrenMAnNsuHiIP. The more systematic method of teaching penman- 
ship, mentioned in our last report, has been continued with the 
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best results, until now most of the older children and many of the 
younger ones write a neat hand. We hope, next term, to intro- 
duce free hand drawing as a help to good penmanship, and also, as 
in itself, a highly desirable and useful attainment. 


GEOGRAPHY. In the method of teaching Geography we cau re- 
port a nqteworthy gain. It has long been recognized by our best 
educators that construction, otherwise map drawing, is the best 
way to fix definitely and indelibly geographical localities and fea- 
tures in the mind. This matter has been urged upon the attention 
of our teachers quite persistently, and by their ready acquiescence 
in our suggestions and their efforts to accomplish what we have 
desired, quite a revolution has’ been brought about in this study. 
‘A little more than a year ago we rarely saw a map drawn on 
either paper or blackboard, but now very accurate and often very 
beautiful maps may be seen in many of our schools—notably in 
the one taught by Miss Chase at the North Village and in those 
taught by Miss Knight, Mrs. Field and Miss Robbe at the Center 
School. As we expected would be the case, the teachers report a 
greatly increased interest in geography among the children in con- 
sequence of this new method. ; 


PHonetics. At our last school meeting one of our prominent 
citizens criticised the schools on the score of neglect of drill in 
elementary sounds and the diacritical marks used to designate the 
same. We mention this fact in order to assure all that we welcome 
suggestions and critcisms, and we will certainly heed the same’ 
whenever we deem the suggestions judicious, as in the present in- 
stance. The subject has been dwelt upon at the teachers’ meetings 
and at least a good beginning has been made toward remedying 
the defects criticised, and we hope to do much more during the 
coming year. Any one who would see how much ean be done in 
training the vocal organs to a clear articulation by drill upon the 
elementary sounds should visit the primary department of the 
center school, taught by Miss Meader. 


‘ SCHOOL BOOKS. 


It may not be amiss to say a few words about the experiment of 
furnishing school books and supplies at the public expense. It 
was feared by many that the furnishing free books would render 
the children careless in their use and that a great waste would en- 
sue. After an experience of two years we feel justified in pro- 
nouncing these fears groundless. We have kept the books 
covered and required a careful supervision by the teachers, and we 
are now able to report the condition of the books as much better 
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than we had ventnred to hope it would be. We find that but very 
few have been lost or worn out, and that not more than one third 
of the books, and those mostly the cheaper ones used by the 
smaller scholars, are badly worn. 

The expense seemed large at first, but from our experience thus 
far we feel confident that in the future a yearly outlay of one 
dollar or less per scholar will furnish the books, together with 
supplies such as slates, pencils, pens, ink, paper, etc. Remember 
also that we include such miscellaneous articles as chemical sup- 
plies, dictionaries, charts, crayons, wall maps and globes that were 
formerly purchased by the general school fund. Any one who 
has had experience in buying books and supplies for his own 
children will see at a glance how vastly cheaper is the new system 
than the old method. In addition it is much more satisfactory, 
from the fact that teachers are not troubled now, as formerly, by 
having pupils imperfectly supplied with books and material. We 
append a summary, showing the present condition of onr book 
department. This has been made up by taking a careful invoice 
of all the books and supplies on hand and reckoning their value 
at their cost, minus the estimated depreciation by use and wear. 
it will be seen by this that the cost for the past year has been but 
$283.33, a sum much Jess than one dollar per scholar. 

In conclusion we would ask once more the hearty co-operation 
of all our good people, that no backward step may be taken. De- 
fucts still exist. Do not hesitate to call our attention to any that 
you see and help us to correct the same.
